Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  1948,  and  the  Ninth  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Although  the  report  relates  to  the  work  of  the  Department 
during  1948,  the  financial  figures  relating  to  the  Public 
Cleansing  Service  are  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March, 
1949. 


The  year  was  one  of  steady  progress  and  exp.snsion  in  the 
work  of  the  Department. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  N.T.  Hudson  from  Doncaster  to 
the  vacant  position  of  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  brought 
the  Staff  of  the  Department  up  to  full  strength  and  we  were 
able  to  make  progress  v;ith  arrears  of  work. 

Sanitary  improvements  were  put  in  hand  in  our  Factories 
and  Workplaces. 

A complete  survey  was  made  of  all  food  premises  and  work 
is  being  actively  carried  out  to  improve  premises  and  equipment 
and  raise  the  standard  of  food  hygiene. 

Our  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Organisation  maintained 
its  efficient  service  to  the  district  at  a cost  of  7,22d  rate. 
The  salvage  section  collected  and  returned  to  industry  864  tons 
of  raw  materials. 

Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  presented  a paper  entitled 
"Household  Refuse  - Its  Problems  and  Salvage  Potentials"  to  the 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association  held 
in  Blackpool  in  June,  1948. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during 
the  year,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  W.C.D.  Walmsley, 
and  finally  to  the  staff  and  workpeople  in  the  Department  for 
their  loyal  co-operation  and  excellent  work.  It  has  been 
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very encouraging  to  me.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1 . Water 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Primley, 
Itchel,  Grey  well  and  Beenham's  Heath  near  Wokingham. 

Tho  Primlqy  water  is  collected  from  springs  in  the 
Bagshot  sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham's  Heath 
it  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  in  chalk. 

T reatment. 

The  Primley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5.5  grains 
per  gallon  and  is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration, 
sedimentation  and  sand  filtration  before  being  pumped  into 
supply. 

Tho  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  sources  have 
a total  hardness  of  19.5  grains  per  gallon,  and  at  all  these 
stations  softening  by  lime  process  is  carried  out,  in  order 
to  reduce  tho  hardness  to  tho  statutory  limit  of  12  grains 
per  gallon . 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state, 
before  treatment,  but  are  given  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in 
conformity  with  modem  watorv^orks  practice. 

Purity  of  Supnlv. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently 
by  the  Company  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works 
and  in  supply.  They  are  examined  chemically  and 
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bacterlologically  by  the  Company’s  resident  Chemists  and 
Bacteriologists  and  in  addition  samples  are  submitted  to 
the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  independent 
examination  and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters 
have  shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and 
bacterial  purity. 

The  new  laboratory  containing  the  most  up-to-date 
equipment  for  water  examination  was  completed  during  the 
year  in  the  grounds  adjoining  the  Head  Offices,  and  is  now 
in  full  operation. 

Five  samples  of  the  public  supply  v;ere  taken  by  the 
Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all 
of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally. 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  with  the  Urban 
District  is  constant,  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main 
to  the  house  taps.  Outside  standpipes  are  mainly  used  for 
such  purposes  as  gardens  or  car  washing.  Their  use  for 
domestic  purposes  is  discouraged  and  only  in  exceptional 
circumstances  allowed. 

The  consumption  of  water  during  1948  was  lower  on  the 
average  than  in  the  preceding  year  although  record  peak 
demand  conditions  were  experienced  for  a few  days  during 
the  extremely  hot  weather  at  the  end  of  July.  Adequate 
supplies  were  at  all  times  available  without  the  necessity 
for  imposing  restrictions. 

With  a few  exceptions  all  houses  in  the  district  are 
provided  with  a piped  supply  from  the  mains. 

One  house  including  a small  bakehouse  obtain  their 
water  supply  from  a well  with  a hand  pump.  On  each 
occasion  that  the  water  has  been  examined  it  was  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 


During  the  year  a piped  supply  from  the  mains  was 
connected  to  a house  in  the  South  Ward,  use  of  a well 
being  discontinued. 

There  are  only  a few  cases  in  the  district  whore 
water  is  obtained  from  standpipes  for  domestic  use. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  for  information  supplied  for  this  section 
of  the  Report. 
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2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

32  dwell  ing  bo  uses  v\bich  by  reason  of  distance  or 
level  have  not  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer  are 
provided  with  20  cesspools  or  septic  tanks.  14  of  the 
cesspools  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Council. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Cove  Brook  was  cleansed  and  straightened  during 
the  year  and  cleansing  of  the  tributaries  of  the  brook  is 
in  hand. 

4 . Closet  Accommodatico 

There  are  approx.  17  pail  closets  in  use.  These 
are  situated  either  at  premises  which  are  not  connected 
to  the  Council’s  sewer  or  used  in  connection  with  moveable 
dwellings.  Two  of  the  pail  closets  at  permanent  dwelling- 
houses  are  emptied  bi-weekly  by  the  Council. 

One  dwellinghouse  situated  near  Primley  Bridge  was 
provided  with  a water  closet  to  take  the  place  of  a pail 
closet,  drainage  to  a cesspool  being  provided. 

5.  Public  Convenioices 


There  is  an  insufficiency  of  public  conveniences 
in  the  District,  particularly  in  the  South  Ward. 

The  cleansing  of  public  conveniences  is  under  the 
control  of  your  Engineer  & Surveyor. 

6 .  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 

General 


Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  t rade  refuse 
and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage. 

Three  separate  collections  of  refuse  and  salvage 
are  operated,  namely  (a)  Dustbin  refuse;  (b)  General 
Salvage,  and  (c)  Kitchen  waste.  A weekly  emptying  of 
dustbins  is  carried  out;  salvage  is  collected  weekly 
and  kitchen  waste  twice  each  week. 

Salvage 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1949,  864  tons 
of  salvaged  materials  were  returned  to  industry  which  is 
equivalent  to  3.5  cwts . of  salvage  from  each  household 
or  premises  in  the  district.  The  revenue  therefrom 
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amount  6x3.  to  £4,117  the  highest  income  we  have  received 
in  any  one  year  since  the  scheme  commenced.  This  brings 
the  total  amount  of  materials  salvaged  in  Parnborough 
since  1939  to  6,962  tons,  producing  an  income  to  the 
Council  of  £26,817. 

The  Salvage  Stewards  Scheme  continued  to  operate 
in  the  district  and  our  687  Salvage  Stewards  performed 
their  duties  on  the  whole  very  satisfactorily.  It  has 
been  extended  to  cover  the  new  Housing  Estates  and  this 
has  required  the  enrolment  of  77  new  Stewards. 

Waste  Paper 

263  tons  of  paper  were  collected  and  sold  producing 
a revenue  of  £1790,  which  was  an  increase  of  85  tons  of 
paper  and  £571  over  the  1947  figures. 

The  Board  of  Trade  continued  the  “Waste  Paper 
Increased  Collection  Allowance,”  which  resulted  in  a 
bonus  for  the  year  of  £80.  15.  3d. 

Textiles 


32  tons  of  textiles  were  collected,  10  more  than  in 
1947,  producing  a revenue  of  £803. 

The  price  that  can  be  obtained  for  textiles  varies 
according  to  their  state  o f cleanliness,  i.e.  freedom  from 
dirt  and  ashes  and  their  moisture  content.  By  our  system 
of  collection  the  textiles  are  kept  clean  and  dry,  and  as 
a result,  very  satisfactory  prices  are  obtained. 

Tins  and  Metals 

125  tons  of  ferrous  scrap,  comprising  32  tons  of 
heavy  iron  and  93  tons  of  other  ferrous  scrap,  chiefly 
tins,  wore  salvaged,  together  with  2 tons  of  non-ferrous 
metals  - brass,  aluminium,  lead,  etc.,  producing  an 
income  of  £273. 

Owing  to  the  low  price  obtained  for  baled  tins  duo 
to  heavy  transport  costs  to  the  furnaces,  representations 
wore  made  to  the  London  and  Southern  Counties  Joint 
Comrrlttoo  Scrap  Survey  and  Drive,  and  as  a result  a 
subsidy  of  16/-  per  ton  is  now  paid  on  baled  tins.  Even 
with  this  subsidy,  however,  tins  are  not  a very  profitable 
item  of  salvage,  but  as  wo  have  the  necessary  plant  it 
is  better  to  bale  and  return  then  to  industry  than  to 
dispose  of  them  in  the  tip  where  they  are  troublexsomo 
to  handle. 

The  scrap  metal  baler,  now  34  years  old,  was  in 
constant  use  througtout  the  year. 
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K1 tchen  Was  te 

387  tons  of  kitchen  waste  were  collected  and 
delivered  to  the  Concentrator  Plant  at  Aldershot 
operated  by  Messrs.  National  By-Products  Limited.  This 
amount,  24  tons  more  than  in  1947,  is  well  above  the 
quota  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Trade.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  there  are  approaching  800  poultry  keepers  in 
the  District,  many  of  whom  also  receive  kitchen  waste 
from  neighbours,  the  total  amount  collected  during  the 
year  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  distribution  of  the  new  kitchen  waste  con- 
tainers, commenced  towards  the  end  of  1947,  was  continued 
and  the  communal  street  bins  are  gradually  disappearing 
from  the  district.  By  the  end  of  the  year  804  containers 
had  been  distributed,  approximately  46^  of  householders 
accepting  containers  in  the  areas  covered. 

Bonus  on  -paner  and  salvage  extracted  from  the  Tin 

In  April,  1948,  the  Council  agreed  to  pay  a bonus 
of  l/6d  per  cwt.  on  all  salvage  extracted  from  the  Tip 
by  the  men  working  there. 

This  proved  very  successful,  and  has  been  continued. 
Salvage  Publicity 


National  Waste  Paper  Contest,  1st  March,  1948 
to  31st  May,  1948 

The  Council  entered  the  above  Contest  which  was 
organised  by  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association  in  an 
effort  to  increase  waste  paper  collected  throughout  the 
Country  owing  to  the  extreme  shortage  of  paper  and 
packing  materials. 

The  Contest  was  based  on  increased  collections 
over  the  corresponding  period  for  the  previous  year 
which  made  it  extremely  difficult  for  Authorities 
such  as  Parnbo rough  who  had  been  engaged  for  some  years 
in  an  all  out  effort  in  connection  with  salvage  to 
obtain  a prize.  Very  satisfactory  results  were,  however, 
obtained  by  this  Authority/-  who,  although  failing  to 
secure  a prize  succeeded  in  showing  over  109^  increased 
collections  for  the  period  of  the  Contest. 

In  connection  with  this  National  Competition  a 
local  contest  for  collection  of  waste  paper  was  held 
in  the  Schools  which  proved  very  satisfactory,  no  less 
than  12  tons  of  waste  paper  being  collected  by  the 
schoolchildren  in  the  District.  A sum  of  money  based 
on  the  amount  of  paper  per  head  collected  by  the 
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childron,  was  awarded  to  each  School  by  the  Council.  A 
visit  was  also  made  by  selected  scholars  from  each  school 
to  the  Thames  Board  Mills,  Limited,  Purfleet,  at  the 
Council’s  expense  and  school  children  were  able  to  see 
waste  paper  collected  from  the  District  made  into  cartons, 
ceiling  boards,  etc.  In  addition  parties  of  school 
children  were  shown  round  the  Council's  Salvage  Depot. 

Cinema  slides  urging  the  saving  of  waste  pajjer  vi^ere  shown 
at  the  local  cinonas  and  shop  window  displays  installed 
in  various  shops  in  the  District. 

The  National  Competition  was  so  successful  that  a 
further  contest  was  arranged  by  the  V/aste  Paper  Recovery 
Association  and  took  place  from  October,  1948  to  March, 

1949,  in  which  the  Council  again  took  part  and  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained . 

Salvage  Meetings 

Three  Salvage  Meetings  were  arranged  by  this  Authority 
during  the  year,  to  which  Representatives  from  Districts  in 
the  North  Hants  and  adjacent  areas  were  invited. 

The  first  two  Meetings  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Parnbo rough,  on  22nd  March,  and  10th  May,  and  the  third 
at  Hartley  Wintney  on  19th  July,  1948. 

Informative  discussions  concerning  progress  and 
problems  in  connection  with  salvage  took  place  at  those 
Meetings  which  were  very  successful  and  appreciated  by  all 
concerned. 

In  January,  1949,  a general  meeting  of  the  Salvage 
Stewards  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall.  Approximately  250 
attended  a very  successful  meeting. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal . 

The  rapid  development  of  the  new  housing  estates 
placed  a heavy  strain  on  the  refuse  collection  staff 
and  vehicles,  but  it  was  possible  to  maintain  a fairly 
regular  weekly  emptying  of  dustbins  and  the  service 
was  greatly  assisted  by  the  delivery  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  by  a now  Shelve ke  and  Drowry  24  cubic  yard 
roar  loading  Freighter. 

The  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Prospect  Road  Tip.  By  November  this  site  was 
completed.  Arrangements  wore  made  with  the  owners  to 
fill  in  the  ponds  situate  on  the  Prospect  Avenue  Estate 
which  will  considerably  improve  this  area  as  these 
ponds  have  boon  a continual  nuisance  owing  to  the 
breeding  of  mosquitoes  in  the  stagnant  water.  Careful 
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attention  is  being  given  to  controlled  tipping  on  this 
site  which  is  surrounded  by  houses. 

As  a result  of  representations  made  to  the  Military 
Authorities  one  unsatisfactory  Military  Tip  in  the 
District  was  closed. 

Staff 


The  staff  of  the  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Department 
totalled  23  workpeople  comprising  a Foreman,  19  men  and 
3 women  or  girls. 

Mr, A.  Caines  was  transferred  from  the  Ambulance 
Service  to  the  Public  Cleansing  Staff  for  employment  as 
a Driver  Mechanic  in  December,  1948, 

Vehi  cles 


The  fleet  of  vehicles  was  increased  in  December, 
1948,  by  the  delivery  of  anew  roar  loading  Shelvoko  and 
Drewry  Freighter  with  moving  floor,  of  24  cubic  yards 
capaci  ty .

Provision  of  Dustbins 


The  supply  position  of  dustbins  of  B.S.  Specification 
was  satisfactory  and  we  were  able  to  supply  all  require- 
ments . 


96  dustbins  were  sold  by  the  Council  to  house 
holders  and  owners  of  property  in  the  district. 
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61  informal  notices  req.uiring  the  provision  of  a 
dustbin  were  served,  and  of  this  number,  47  were  complied  with. 

Thoro  were  no  Statutory  Notices  served  under  the 
provisions  cf  Section  75,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  but  one 
notice  under  this  Section,  brought  forward  from  1948,  was 
complied  with  during  the  year. 

The  Financial  Aspect  of  the  Cl oansing  Service 


The  gross  cost  of  refuse  and  salvage  collection  and 
disposal  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1949,  was  £9,753,7s . 6d, 
The  total  income  was  £4,129.  17s.  6d.  leaving  a net  cost  of 
£5,623.  10s.  Od. 


This  service,  therefore,  which  includes  the  emptying  of 
dustbins  and  kitchen  waste  bins,  collecting  and  disposing  of 
salvage  and  disposing  of  refuse,  costs  Parnborough  a little 
more  than  a penny  per  head  of  the  population  per  week.

8 .  Inspection  of  Shops 


The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Shops  Act  with  the  exception  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  10,  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences, 
heating  and  ventilation.  These  are  the  responsibility  of  your 
Council . 

9 .  Smoke  Abatement 

Observations  were  kept  on  chimneys  coming  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  and  a number  of 
complaints  were  dealt  with  by  informal  action. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement 
Society,  and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a member  of  the 
National  Executive  Council  of  that  body. 
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10 . Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  is  a small  open-air  swimming  pool  in  the 
district  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council. 

1 1 . Vermin  and  Insect  Infestation  Control 

One  Operative  is  employed  for  rodent  and  pest 
control  work.  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  other 
workmen  in  the  Department. 

Rodent  Destruction 

This  work  was  actively  carried  on  during  the  year,

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  visits 
of  inspection  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  which 
is  duo  to  the  fact  that  the  whole  o f t he  district  was 
surveyed  during  that  year  under  the  Private  Dwellings 
Scheme  1946/47. 

Minor  infestations  at  the  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage 
Works  were  again  rather  persistent  during  the  year, 
requiring  constant  supervision  and  many  visits  for 
extermination . 

Rodent  and  Pest  Destruction  at  the  Royal  Aircraft 

Es  tablishnent 

At  the  request  of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment 
their  premises  wore  serviced  for  rats  and  other  pests. 

It  entailed  the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice  through- 
out the  Establishment  and  the  control  of  other  pests  in 
the  canteens  and  food  preparing  premises.  It  proved 
to  bo  a very  big  undertaking  and  it  became  evident 
by  the  end  of  the  year  that  an  extension  of  our  organ- 
isation would  be  necessary  if  we  were  to  continue  this 
work  on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment. 

Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sowers 

A test  baiting  o f t he  sewers  during  the  year 
showed  that  as  on  previous  occasions  the  old  sections 
of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  South  Ward  were  found 
to  be  infested  and  wore  treated. 


A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  at  the  Royal 
Aircraft  Establishment  was  carried  out  during  March 
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whon  they  wore  found  to  bo  froo  from  infestation . 

No rth  East  Hants  Workable  Area  Committoe  for  Rodent 

Control 

The  Council  is  a constituent  mcmbca?  of  the  above 
Committee  v/hich  comprises  the  Borough  of  Aldershot,  the 
Parnbo rough  and  Fleet  Urban  District  Councils,  and  the 
Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District  Council,  the  representatives 
being  one  merriber  of  the  Local  Authority  with  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  The  Aldershot  Military  district,  and  the 
Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  also  sent 
representatives . 

These  meetings  which  are  held  quarterly  in  the 
different  districts  are  a useful  medium  for  dis.cussing 
rodent  control  problems  and  ensuring  co-operation  between 
the  Local  Authorities. 

Bed  Bugs 

4 properties  totalling  14  rooms  were  disinfested. 
Statutory  action  had  to  be  taken  against  the  occupier  of 
a Council  house  under  Section  83  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  and  the  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  in 
def  ault . 

The  treatment  of  infested  premises  consisted  of 
spraying  with  liquid  insecticide,  incorporating  D.D.T. 
or  gammexane.  Bedding  etc.,  vms  removed  to  the  steam 
disinfector  for  steam  treatment. 

Cockroaches 


52  visits  v;ere  made  during  the  year  to  food  premises 
in  connection  with  the  extermination  of  cockroaches.  7 
visits  were  made  to  dwellinghouses  and  tr®tment  carried 
out  or  advice  given  as  required. 

The  main  canteen  at  the  Royal  Aircraft  Est ablishnent 
when  inspected  was  found  to  be  heavily  infested.  It  was 
found  that  many  of  the  cockroaches  were  in  ducts  carrying 
steam  pipes  under  the  floors  of  the  canteen  and  kitchen. 
All  the  internal  surfaces  of  the  canteen  and  ducts  and 
all  cooking  ranges  were  treated  with  garrmexane  powder 
or  liquid  and  eventually  the  infestation  was  brought 
under  control. 

Mosqui toes 

Likely  breeding  grounds  were  kept  under  obser- 
vation and  when  necessary  treatment  was  carried  out. 
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Ants 


20  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  investigate 
infestations  of  ants.  Treatment  was  carried  out  or  advice 
given  as  required. 

Was  ns 

Wasps  v\hi  ch  are  destroyed  on  a rechargeable  basis, 
have  been  more  prevalent  during  the  year,  a total  of  31 
nests  having  been  destroyed  involving  92  visits. 

1 2 . Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

Some  18  consignments  of  bedding  etc.,  from  houses 
or  premises  in  which  cases  of  disease  had  occurred,  or 
were  verminous,  were  dealt  with  at  the  Steam  Disinfector. 

In  addition  41  properties  wore  visited  for  the  disinfection 
or  disinfestation  of  rooms. 

1 3 . Tents.  Vans  and  Sheds 

There  are  four  sites  in  the  district  on  which  numbers 
of  caravans  are  stationed.  At  those  sites  most  of  the 
caravans  are  used  in  connection  with  travelling  shows,  only 
a few  being  stationed  there  during  the  summer  months.  In 
addition  there  are  a number  of  vans  on  single  sites.  No 
sites  are  licensed  under  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

Six  individual  licences  wore  granted  for  periods  of 
six  months. 

1 4 . Common  Lodging  Houses 

15 . Houses  Let-in-Lodgings 

There  are  no  registered  comiTon  lodging  houses  or 
houses  let-in-lodgings  in  the  district. 

16.  Offensive  Trades 


There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

17 . Pa  c tori  es 


There  are  74  factories  on  ttie  register.  All  sites 
where  building  operations  were  in  progress  were  inspected 
and  some  wore  found  to  be  without  sanitary  conveniences. 
The  necessary  arrangements  v/ere  made  without  recourse  to 
Statutory  action.  Further  details  of  inspections  and 
action  taken  regarding  unsatisfactory  conditions  are 
given  in  Appendices  'C'  and  ’D'. 
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Means  of  Escaipe  in  Case  of  Fire 

During  the  year  a film  rolling  factory  commenced 
business  and  it  was  found  that  cellulose  was  being  used 
and  stored  at  the  premises.  Alterations  were  carried 
out  at  the  factory  to  provide  two  means  of  escape  from 
every  room  and  two  means  of  escape  from  the  first  floor 
of  the  building. 

Upon  completion  of  these  works  a certificate 
stating  that  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  were 
satisfactory  was  issued. 

A similar  certificate  was  issued  for  a laundry 
where  more  than  20  persons  wore  errployed. 

18 . Legal  Proceedings 

No  cases  of  legal  proceedings  were  necessary  during 
the  year. 


SECTION  D 

HOUSING 


The  housing  position  in  the  area  is  still  acute  and 
houses  arc  very  scarce,  but  good  progress  is  being  made 
by  the  Council  in  the  provision  of  new  accommodation. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  progress  made  towards 
the  provision  of  new  houses: - 

Permanent  Houses  provided  by  the  Council  ...  220 

Houses  erected  by  Private  enterprise  ...  23 

Inspection  and  repair  of  Houses 

Progress  with  housing  repairs  continued  to  bo 
restricted  by  the  shortage  of  materials  and  labour,  most 
of  which  were  used  on  new  building  work. 

The  high  cost  of  building  repairs  is  also  a very 
serious  matter  to  owners  of  small  low-rented  properties. 
For  these  reasons  more  work  is  entailed  by  the  staff 
in  getting  urgent  repair  work  executed,  than  was  the 
case  with  major  repairs  when  conditions  wore  normal. 

147  houses  were  inspected  and  130  repaired 
involving  768  visits  of  inspection. 

Particulars  of  housing  inspections  and  repair 
work  carried  out  is  given  in  Appendices  ’C ' ^d  'D'. 
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Closlng  and  Demolition  Orders 


No  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during 
the  year. 

Overcrowding 

Progress  was  made  in  reducing  the  number  of  out- 
standing cases  of  overcrowding. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  wore  16  cases 
on  the  Register  and  7 cases  were  added  to  the  Register 
during  the  year.  17  cases  wore  abated,  11  by  private 
action  and  6 by  re-housing  by  the  Council.  6 cases  were 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Infestation  by  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle 

In  November  a report  was  received  from  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  adjacent  Urban  District  of 
Primley  and  Camberley  that  a very  serious  infestation  by 
the  House  Longhorn  Beetle  had  been  discovered  in  that  area 

This  Beetle,  the  largest  and  most  destructive  of 
the  wood  boring  beetles,  had  attacked  extensively  roof 
timbers  in  the  Primley  and  Camberley  District. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  approached  neighbouring 
Authorities  concerning  this  matter  suggesting  that  a 
survey  be  made  of  properties  located  on  the  boundaries 
of  the  Primley  and  Camberley  District.  The  Council 
agreed  that  the  roof  timbers  of  properties  on  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  District  should  bo  inspected 
but  although  some  20  houses  v/oro  inspected  during  December 
no  infestation  was  discovorod.  The  work  will  bo 
continued  during  1949. 

SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 

( a)  THE  MILK  SUPPLY 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  r(;5)ort  that  over  91% 
of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  can  be  termed  "safe"  milk 
i.o.,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested. 

As  reported  elsewhere,  however,  the  remaining 
8%  of  raw  milk  needs  careful  supervision  to  keep  it 
free  from  bovine  tuberculosis. 

I look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  whole  of  the 
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mllk  supply  in  the  District  is  either  Tuberculin  Tested 
or  Pasteurised.  The  milk  supply  cannot  be  considered 
entirely  satisfactory  until  this  ranaining  &/o  of  raw 
milk  is  rendered  safe. 

I give  hereunder  the  percentage  of  the  various 
grades  of  milk  sold  in  the  district  °-

There  are  three  dairy  farms,  five  dairies  and 
sixteen  retail  purveyors  on  the  Register  and  constant 
supervision  of  these  premises  and  the  milk  supply  was 
maintained. 

During  the  year  two  of  the  privately  owned  dairies 
in  the  town  wore  taken  over  by  a largo  company.  The 
buildings  of  one  of  these  dairies  has  ceased  to  be  used 
for  milk  distribution,  whilst  the  other  dairy  is  now 
used  as  a depot  for  the  storage  and  distribution  of 
bottled  milk. 

Two  Producers  iiold  licences  to  produce  Accredited 

Milk, 

There  are  no  Producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
in  the  district.  2 dairymen  are  licensed  to  bottle  this 
milk  at  their  dairies  and  7 dairymen  are  licensed  to 
retail  it.

49  samples  of  raw  milk  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  22  or  40^  did  not 
reach  the  standard  required  for  accredited  milk. 

Pasteurised  Milk 


31  sanples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to 
the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  test,  only  one  of  which 
did  not  pass  the  required  test. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 


21  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  obtained 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  of  which 
7 did  not  pass  the  required  tost. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  Milk 


8 sanplos  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Pas  teurised  Milk 
wore  obtained  and  submitted  for  examination  and  all  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Biological  Examination  of  milk  samples  for  Tubercle 

Bacilli. 

25  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  a biological 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  and 
in  two  cases  positive  reports  wore  received  seven  weeks 
after  the  samples  were  taken.  One  of  those  was  from  a 
farm  licensed  for  the  production  of  Accredited  Milk. 

The  time  lag  of  seven  weeks  is  unavoidable,  and, 
therefore,  even  though  regular  and  frequent  sampling  is 
carried  out,  it  i s not  possible  to  prevent  infected  milk 
from  being  sold  for  at  least  the  period  which  elapses 
between  sampling  and  receipt  of  the  report. 

Immediately  the  positive  reports  were  received 
arrangements  were  made  through  the  Milk  Marketing  Board 
for  the  milk  from  one  of  these  farms  to  b e pasteurised. 

It  was  found  in  the  other  case  that  since  the 
taking  of  the  sample,  milk  production  at  the  farm  in 
question  had  ceased,  and  the  cows  had  been  sold  in  the 
markets.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  the  cow  giving 
tuberculous  milk  is  still  undetected,  and  continuing 
to  be  a menace  to  the  consumer. 

Cases  such  as  these  show  the  need  for  the  com- 
pulsory pastourisat ion  of  all  milk  other  than  milk 
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from  tuberculin  tested  herds. 

The  herd  at  the  other  farm  was  examined  and  a 
report  was  eventually  received  that  two  cows  from  that 
herd  had  been  slaughtered. 

As  a result  of  the  high  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
found  in  cows  slaughtered  in  the  district  and  the  finding 
of  Tubercle  Bacilli  in  milk  sold  by  two  dairymen  retailing 
milk  in  the  town,  I was  requested  by  the  Health  Committee 
to  prepare  a report  on  this  subject. 

The  report  setting  out  amongst  other  things  the 
methods  of  control  exorcised  by  this  Department  to  prevent 
milk  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli  and  tuberculous 
meat  from  reaching  the  consumer  was  considered  by  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed 
by  the  Com  cil  “ - 

’’That  this  Council  views  with  grave  concern 
the  continued  high  percentage  of  tuberculous 
beef  found  in  slaughter-houses,  and  also  the 
continued  high  percentage  of  Tubercle  Bacilli 
found  in  milk  proffered  for  human  consumption, 
and  strongly  urges  His  Majesty’s  Government  to 
take  drastic  steps  with  a view  to  speedy  elim- 
ination of  this  danger  to  the  health  of  the 
people.” 


A copy  of  the  above  resolution,  together  with  a 
copy  of  my  report  on  the  subject  were  sent  to  The 
Minister  of  Health,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  Minister  of  Pood,  Local  Parliamentary 
Representatives  and  the  National  and  Local  Press. 

Cleansing:  and  Sterilising  of  Milk  Bottles  and 

Equipment 

5 milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination . 

Improvements  and  Alterations 


Considerable  improvements  wore  carried  out  during 
the  year  to  one  farm,  and  agreement  was  reached  with 
the  owners  of  another  on  improvements  to  bo  made. 

The  • improvements  carried  out  were  ;- 

Provision  of  steam  boiler  and  sterilising  equipment. 
Provision  of  a boiler  house  separate  from  the  dairy. 
Provision  of  additional  light  and  ventilation  in  the 

dairy. 
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Parts  of  drainage  system  renewed. 

Provision  of  tubular  steel  fittings  in  place  of 

wooden  partitions  in  cov/shed. 

Concrete  feeding  trough  constructed. 

A 6ft.  concrete  roadway  constructed  giving  access 

to  cowshed  from  the  field. 

At  one  dairy  extensions  were  carried  out  to  provide 
a separate  room  for  the  bottling  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  is  one  slaughter-house  in  use  in  the  Urban 
District.  This  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  and  is  a slaughtering  centre  for  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Parnborough  and  Pleet  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Hartley  Wintney. 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down 
in  Memo.  62  (Poods).  267  visits  were  made  to  the 
slaughterhouse  where  5019  animals  were  killed  and 
inspected. 

Three  cases  of  congenital  Tuberculosis  in  calves 
under  10  days  old  were  found  in  the  Slai^ghterhouse . 
Details  of  one  case  were'  forwarded  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Inspector,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  so  that  the  dam  could  be  traced  and  examined 
for  Tub  orciiLosis . 

It  was  found  that  35.9^  of  all  cows  inspected 
were  affected  in  some  degree  v/ith  tuberculosis.  This 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  is  almost  10^  loss  than  in  1947 
when  the  figure  was  45.4% 

8 cows  were  found  to  have  lesions  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  supra-maramary  gland  of  udder.  This  represented 
about  1.42%  of  all  cows  inspected  and  4%  of  those  found 
to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  figures  show 
an  increase  over  the  number  found  to  bo  so  affected 
in  the  previous  year. 

Polio  Vising  the  receipt  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood 
Ci  rcul  ar  MP  . 5/48  dated  8 th  November,  1948,  drawing 
the  attention  of  Local  AuthDrities  to  the  presence  of 
Gysticercus  Bovis  in  cattle  in  this  country,  routine 
examination  of  cattle  has  been  carried  out  to  detect 
this  parasite.  Up  to  the  51st  December,  1948,  one 
case  of  localised  .infestation  was  discovered. 
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A number  of  specimens  were  forwarded  for  examination 
to  the  Veterinary  Investigation  Department,  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Reading.  I am  grateful  toN.S.  Barron,  Esq., 
Ph.D.,  B.Sc.,  M.R.C.V.S.  Veterinary  Investigation  Officer, 
for  his  help  and  co-operation  with  the  examination  of 
these  specimens.

(c)  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD  PREPARING  PREMISES 


During  the  year  the  scheme  for  improving  the  standard 
of  food  hygiene  in  the  shops  in  the  district,  which  was 
referred  to  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1947,  put  into 

operation,  and  all  food  premises  were  inspected  to  see  if 
they  complied  with  the  req.uirements  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938, 

The  conditions  of  each  shop  at  the  time  of  the  first 
inspection  with  details  of  contraventions  of  Section  13 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  are  given  in  Apjjondix  ’A’. 

It  will  bo  noted  that  a very  large  number  of  the 
shops  were  without  a sufficient  supply  of  hot  water.  It 
was  Resolved  by  the  Health  Committee  that  a '’sufficient 
supply  of  hot  water"  required  by  Section  13,  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  should  be  interpreted  as  a "constant  supply" 
and  this  has  usually  been  provided  by  gas  or  electric  water 
heat  ers . 

Notices  wore  served  on  the  persons  responsible 
requiring  the  remedying  of  the  contraventions  of  Section 
13,  Pood  and  Drugs  Act.  The  position  at  the  end  of  the 
year  is  shown  in  Appendix  'B*. 

During  the  year  10  premises  were  registered  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  and  preserved  food.
